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ABSTRACT 

This  report  is  a  compilation  of  articles,  reports,  and  speeches  on  outdoor 
recreation  in  the  United  States.   Materials  covered  are  by  personnel  of  the 
Economic  Research  Service,  USDA,  and  were  published  separately  or  in  proceed- 
ings, journals,  congressional  documents,  and  other  usually  retrievable  forms 
during  1952-69.   In  general,  the  material  discusses  outdoor  recreation  from 
the  point:  of  view  of  economics  and  covers  a  wide  range  of  ERS  resource- 
management  concerns.
